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A NEW ERA 

F OUNDED upon an ideal, tin* history of Hollins has been a procession of dramatic 
events through almost a century of changing conditions. It is in this year, 1932, 
however, that she enters a new era. This new era was ushered in by two significant 
events. On August 1, 1932, the College and its property was given by its owners, 
debt free, to a public Board of Trustees. In this generous act the owners, descend¬ 
ants of Charles Lewis Cocke, the Founder of the College, were actuated by an 
inherent idealism and by an inflexibility of purpose that have ever marked the life 
of Hollins. 

The second event in the advent of this new era followed closely when, on 
December 1, 1932, the College was made a member of the Southern Association of 
Secondary Schools and Colleges, and was accorded a recognition that would not 
have been possible except for the altruism and purpose of the owners in the trans¬ 
ferring of the College from private to public ownership. 

Membership in the Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools in the 
Southern States carries with it approval of academic standing, administrative policies, 
financial condition and other important and interesting features involved in the 
maintenance and development of a college, and of the approval of these things we 
were consciously proud. However, when the announcement of these events came, 
the strong surge of feeling that swept over the campus had its origin, we believe, 
in something deeper and stronger. In it there was a sense of culmination, the con¬ 
summation of long years of a living and vigorous idealism, a vindication, one might 
call it, of a concentration on a definite purpose which obliterates self and, above all, 
a profound feeling of gratitude. Because it was the dream of the bounder, and the 
desire of those who followed him in the developing of this College, to see it per¬ 
petuated, this magnanimous course was taken. Such a course meant the safeguarding 
of the attainments of the past and security against the vicissitudes of times to come 
and for this decision all who love Hollins were grateful. 

Furthermore, this sense of gratitude reached out as we recalled other groups 
that have woven their threads into this enduring fabric. First, that long line oi 
professors and instructors of the past, as well as those of to-day, who have contributed 
without measure of their genius in the building of this College. We remembered, 
too, the splendid and significant landmarks in the history of our campus to be attributed 
to continuing generations of students who have thoughtfully created for Hollins 
an enviable community life. Nor did we fail, moreover, to realize, also in gratitude, 
that the future of Hollins would be as effective in this new era as in the past, for 
as the new Board of Trustees assumes its duties as administrators, we are happy in 
the knowledge that their willingness to serve Hollins comes from a clear understanding 
and fine appreciation of its history, policies and traditions. 

However, if we are to record our new status in terms of gratitude and apprecia¬ 
tion, must not this record carry with it a new pledge? Shall we not, then, turn to 
those qualities that have been life-giving in the past and establish them firmly as our 
foundation in this new era? Let there be, therefore, new consecration to idealism 
in learning and in life. Let there be that same inflexible determination to achieve 
lasting values for our own and future generations and, above all, let there be a 
courageous desire to test our purpose by the achievements of those who have founded, 
built and preserved Hollins.
